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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is a 371 of PCT/JP05/22224 filed 1 1/28/2005. 

2. The last occurrence of the word "emitting" in the title of the application is misspelled. 
Correction is suggested. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 

Page "9/9" of the drawings is not described in the specification under "brief description 
of drawings". Also, it is unclear that page 9/9 should be included in the drawing section, since 
the page only comprises text. Clarification or correction is requested. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. In line "5" of claim 1, "the layer containing and a metal oxide and a triazine 
derivative" should be changed to "the layer containing a metal oxide and a triazine 
derivative". Appropriate correction is required. 

b. In claim 1 , line 20 on page 58 and line 29 on page 58, the word "ave" should be 
changed to "have". 

c. In claim 4, line 10 on page 62 and line 19 on page 62, the word "ave" should be 
changed to "have". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nomura et al. (US 
2005/0225236 Al). 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because 
a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See 
MPEP § 201.15. 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Nomura et al. sets forth compounds according to formula (1), which is overlapping with 
instant formula (1), as a material for a light emitting element (see abstract). The layer of the 
device comprising the luminescent material further includes an oxide including molybdenum 
oxide, vanadium oxide, ruthenium oxide, tungsten oxide, and manganese oxide (see par. 64, page 
1 1 and page 10, par. 62). An element embodiment emitting blue light is disclosed per claims 3 
and 6 (see page 10, par. 58). Further layers are included in the device per claim 4 (see Examples 
and par. 72-77). 

Conclusion
